Frrm the following statelnent in last Friday’s 
Ban Francisco Chronicle it appears probable 
that the Ingleside track ia to have its dis- 
abilities removed to an extent snfiScient to 
permit a limited feaecn of racing annnally. 
The Chronicle eays : 

‘‘Bo far as the Police Committee of the Board 
of Bnpervisora haa power racing may be re- 
anmed at Ingleside. The committee decided 
yeaterday to recommend to the board for pas- 
sage an ordinance prepared by Supervisor Tobin 
permitting racing for a period not to exceed 
forty days and prohibiting the operation of 
poolrooms. An ordinance presented by Bnper- 
intendent Charles Wesley Bead, which will 
also, in all probebility, be reported favorably, 
permits the bolding of boxing contests. Tbe 
ordinance ib to be operative only n&til January 
1, 1901. Tbe liceuEe recommended for racing is 
SICO a day and for boxing clubs $1,600 a year, 

“A delegation of racing men, poolroom pro- 
prietors and ministers of the gospel assembled 
yeaterday at tbe meeting of tbe committee. 
Tbe subjects under discussion were the pro- 
posed ordinance forbidding poolseUing and tbe 
contemplated action of tbe committee in recom- 
mending that permission be granted for the re- 
opening of the Ingleside race track. 

“Attorney Dorn submitted two separate ordi- 
nances applying to racing. Attorney Drum 
speaking for the poolrooms, said hie clients snb- 
mitted no ordinances, being satisfied to leave 
tbe matter with tbe committee. 

“Bev. Dr. Dille of Oakland said that he had 
been invited to appear before the committee. 
Of two evils, be said, he thought that one less 
which permitted betting in tbe iaolosnre of the 
race track itself. Tbe down-town poolrooms. 
Dr. Dille said, were a great evil. Young men 
and boys, be thcugbt, found it easy to visit tbe 
poolrooms, when they migbt not be able to visit 
the track. The speaker believed race-track 
gambling to be a greater evil than any other 
except intemperarce. He thought only tbe 
radical measure of prohibiting the visiting of 
gambling places would serve. Nothing, said 
Dr. Dille, so threatened tbe commercial inter- 
ests and contiibnted to the long list of defalca- 
tions and embezzlements as race track gamb- 
ling. 

“ 'If yon could lake a pen and draft an ordi- 
nance yourself,’ asked Supervisor Tobin, 
‘would yen not first of all make a provision 
closing all pool-roems?’ 

“Dr. mile said be would. He thought that 
racing with a betting adjunct should not be per 
mittsd. and he would like to see tbe racing sea- 
son cut short. 

“Btv, Dr. Nielauder said he spoke for 10,000 
families in this city when be asked thtt tbe 
racetrsck be not opened. He preferred, how- 
ever, if the evil could not be abolished, that the 
prol-rccme should be closed and betting be con- 
fined to tbe race track inclosnre. 

“Tobin stated bis pvosition. He said that be 
was in favor cf closing the pool-rooms and 
making* a reasonable concession— say, forty 
days’ racing— to tbe men who made their invest- 
ment under lews ecconrsglng them. Tbe 
license be would place at $1C0 a day. Tbe bill 
be bad prepared, Tobin said, was fair and con- 
servative. 

“The race track ordinance was eo drawn that 
any Board of Bupervi-ors could grant or with- 
hold the privilege of conducting betting within 
the track inclosnre. The limit of forty days is 
meant to be ebeolnte, whether there shall be 
one track or more. ‘If there shonld be ten 
tracks,’ e«id Tcbin, ‘and they desired to divide 
tbe time eqnaliy.among them, each would have 
bat font days’ racing.’ ’’
